Fire engine repairs a must 

Romulus City Council mem- 
bers voted to make repairs to a 
fire truck that will not exceed 
$10,000. 

The repairs — which are 
considered an emergency — 
will fix the emergency fire 
pumper on the vehicle. 

Romulus Department of 
Public Works representatives 
asked the council to purchase 
many supplies that will meet 
that end, including two steer- 
ing boxes, brake parts, rotors, 
and miscellaneous pump parts, 
shock absorbers and a control 
back-stop switch. 

The parts will be purchased 
from Halt Fire a fire systems 
supply company based in 
Wixom. The funds used to 
make the repairs will come 
from the city motor vehicle 
fund, which is set aside to 
make repairs to all municipal 
vehicles. 

The repairs were not put 
out to bid because of a provi- 
sion that allows city officials to 
make expenditures in emer- 
gency situations.

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Police seek suspects 
in abduction case

A steady number of tips have 
come into the Romulus Police 
Department regarding the carjack- 
ing and abduction of an area man on 
Sept 3, but not enough to determine 
the whereabouts of the victim. 

Det. Dwayne DeCaires said 
Monday that investigators are still 
looking for Dorale LaShawn Doyle, 
26, who was forced into a black 2008 
Chrysler Town & Country minivan 
by several armed men outside the 
Ramada Inn Hotel in Romulus in 
broad daylight. 

“Tt’s still an active investigation, 
and we are still looking into to this 
as we speak,” he said. “What I can 
say is that its very unusual that 
(Doyle) has not shown up. He has 
not been heard from by anyone, 
including his family and his girl- 
friend, since he was abducted.” 

Doyle’s abduction took place took 
place outside the hotel, which is 
located at 31119 Flynn Dr, police 
said. The victim pulled up to the 
hotel in a white 2008 Dodge Grand 
Caravan, which has since been 
recovered by police. 

A suspect identified as Monroe 
Jackson, and another man, took 
Doyle out of the vehicle at gunpoint, 
according to witnesses. Jackson and 
the accomplice forced Doyle into 
the black minivan and proceeded to 
drive away in an unknown direction, 
police said. ~ 

Police believe another suspect, 
Lashondra Jackson, and an addi- 
tional armed man ordered a passen- 
ger traveling with Doyle out of the

Grand Caravan and stole this vehi- 
cle. 

Both vehicles left in an unknown 
direction from the hotel. 

The weapons were described as 
handguns. Police were called the 
scene shortly after the incident. 

Currently, investigators are look- 
ing for the victim, two suspects, and 
two area residents described as per- 
sons of interest. 

Dorale Doyle is a 26-year-old 
black male who is 5-feet, 10-inches 
tall. 

Of the two main suspects, Monroe 
Alexis Jackson is described as a 
black male who is 30 years old, 5- 
feet, 1 inch in height, and 120 
pounds. 

Lashondra Alysse Jackson is a 
black female who is 40 years old and 
4-feet, 1l-inches tall. Monroe 
Jackson was last seen in the black 
Town & Country, and Lashondra 
Jackson was last seen in the white 
caravan. 

The two persons of interest are 
Lovell Martin, a 26 year-old black 
male who is 6-feet tall, and Fianna 
Sheree Bowers, a black female who 
is 23 years old and 5-feet, 9-inches 
tall. 

Police are also seeking the Town 
& Country minivan, plate number 
BSR-3234. 

DeCaires said the department 
has received about 10 tips regarding 


the abduction, and Mescpibes them. 


as “credible.” 

“Some of the tips we received are 
things that we were already looking 
into, so we know there is something 
to them,” he said. 

Police departments in other

municipalities are also on the look- 
out for the individuals, DeCaires 
said, though he declined to elabo- 
rate on where the suspects may cur- 
rently be located. 

Police are worried about the 
health and safety of the Doyle but 
stop short of conjecture about his 
possible fate. 

“We are treating this as a very 
serious matter, but to assume the 
worst has happened to him at this 
time would be speculation,” 
DeCaires said.

Although the new North 
Terminal at Detroit Metro Airport 
(DTW) won't officially open to trav- 
elers until Sept. 17, nearly 11,000 
area residents checked-in this 
weekend. 

The North Terminal preview, 
which took place Friday, welcomed 
guests into the new facility, which 
will replace the soon-to-be decom- 
missioned Smith and Berry termi- 
nals, 

“The Airport Authority is 
delighted that so many community 
members took advantage of the 
opportunity to experience the 
North Terminal for themselves,” 
said Wayne County Airport 
Authority CEO Lester Robinson. 

“The incredible attendance at 
our preview events reinforces that 
the community is truly interested in 
their airport, and it was a privilege 
for us to share this new facility with 
the customers and the community 
that we serve,” he added. 

Events to celebrate the new ter- 
minal began in earnest on Friday,

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Addition to campus 
unveiled by college

Hundreds of area residents were eager to 
go back to school on Monday when the latest 
addition to the Wayne County Community 
College District (WCCCD) campus in 
Belleville was unveiled. 

The new 43,143 square foot Western 
Campus Educational Multipurpose Center 
was opened to the public for the first time 
and attracted the crowd of well wishers. 
The building will provide the college and 
area employers with a flexible, high-tech 
academic environment for employee train- 
ing and student learning, officials said. 

“We're officially introducing it to every- 
one,” said Campus President Patrick 
MeNally. “It feels fantastic for it to be com- 
plete. I was a chief academic officer helping 
with the plans and now I’m back at the col- 
lege watching the whole thing. It’s gone way 
beyond my imagination what everyone came 
up with.” 

Ground for the $12.79 million was broken 
in October 2006. It now includes: a 100 seat 
lecture hall with interactive conference 
capabilities and complete multi-media 
resources; a computer lab complex; three 
flexible technology labs; dining space and a 

gallery area. 

Among other features, a 500 seat multi- 
purpose room provides not only high tech- 
nology, but also a computerized system that’s 
set-up according to serving size and 
accessed doors. 

“The three flexible technology labs also 
allow us to shuffle things around and part- 
ner with businesses and companies so they 
can come in here and we can meet the 
needs of the community in different ways,” 
said McNally, who has been campus presi- 
dent for about two years. 

“One of the nice features in there, too, is

the roll-up doors to bring both front and back 
access to the rooms. This space will be uti- 
lized in the spring semester in time to work 
the bugs-out and make sure it’s working as 
it’s supposed to.” 

The new computer labs will host classes, 
like video game design, making the area 
more forward thinking with its wiring and 
capabilities, officials said. 

New trees were brought-in for the atrium 
area for a theme that’s carried throughout 
the building. An Internet café, which 
includes wireless capabilities, will lead to 
the outdoor pond area. 

“The idea is to create a coffeehouse-type 
atmosphere where people grab a latte, sit 
down and are able to work,” McNally said. 
“We also have doors that lead to the outdoor 
pond, which creates nice scenery for people 
to enjoy. 

“We’re seeing more and more student 
life”’ he added. “Students are asking where 
the food areas are, they’re gathering for 
group discussions and spending time in the 
areas while waiting for their back-to-back 
classes.” 

Administrative offices were moved by the 
student activities area and academic career- 
advising center to keep traffic flowing. A 
new bookstore was also built, officials said. 

“Tt’s very nice, there’s more space and 
more parking,” said Sandra Gordon, a new 
student from Belleville. 

A new learning/tutor lab in the student 
services department will accommodate stu- 
dents with special learning needs, as well. ' 

“Basically, it’s a one-stop-shop for student 
services,’ said McNally. “In the past when 
students came in it wasn’t in the same area, 
but now it’s designed so everyone comes to 
one spot.” 

The western campus educational center 
will expand the district Health Science pro- 
gram offerings and also other public safety 
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The Wayne County Community College District (WCCCD) western campus unveiled the 
new Educational Multipurpose Center this week. The addition includes a 100 seat lecture 
hall, a computer lab complex, three flexible technology labs, dining space and a gallery 
area. 


programs, such as Criminal Justice, 
Corrections, Law Enforcement and the new 
“Emergency Response and Safety’ associate 
degree program. These program offerings 
will support the staffing needs of the airport 
authority, business and governmental agen- 
cies within western Wayne County, accord- 
ing to the school. 

College Chancellor Dr. Curtis L. Ivery 
said he feels they’re moving in the right 
direction. Students are proud, the project 
has been well received within the district 
and he’s heard nothing but ‘good things’ 
about the expansion. 

“Tt feels great and it’s just the beginning,” 
he said: “We've given them an environment 
that’s conducive to teaching and learning 
with a collegiate feel. We’re also being 
responsive to the community and we always 
wanted to demonstrate our commitment to 
the region. 

“J think people will enjoy the whole colle- 
giate atmosphere the most because it speaks 
to our commitment to students to have a 
learning environment we’ve been able to 
create,” he added. 

» Planning for new facilities and the exist- 


ing structures started in 1999 and, with the 
approval of the district millage request in 
November 2001, the college launched a pro- 
gram of institutional transformation, offi- 
cials said. 

“Tt’s a campus that belongs to the commu- 
nity; it really is their campus,” said Vidya 
Moorthy, a spokesperson for the college. “It’s 
a vital resource and people will be amazed 
to discover this facility in their own back- 
yard.” 

The expansion couldn’t have come at a 
better time either, now that enrollment has 
grown consistently by 23-68 percent at the 
western campus, according to school offi- 
cials. 

“This campus was projected to be the 
fastest growing area in Wayne County 
because of area growth and business 
growth,” McNally said. “Other communities 
are growing older, but we’re continuing to 
grow.” 

“The western campus is now the fastest 
growing campus in the district and it should 
present a lot of really neat opportunities for 
expanding distance learning and teleconfer- 
encing,” added Ivery.

Inkster trial date is changed

A Wayne, County Circuit Court 
judge has a®journed the trial of a 
Dearborn Heights man accused of 
bludgeoning an Inkster woman to 
death last year 

Judge Diane Hathaway 
delayed the trial date for Joseph 
Patrick Perron, 30, a second time 
pending the results of psychologi- 
cal tests designed to determine 
whether he was sane when he 
stabbed and struck 29-year-old 
Keisha Penny multiple times last 
October. 

Jury selection in the trial was 
scheduled to begin today, but will 
now take place on Oct. 30, accord- 
ing to Maria Miller, a spokes- 
woman for Wayne County 
Prosecutor Kym Worthy. 

The tests are being conducted 
by the Forensic Center Report on 
Criminal Responsibility, which 
will determine his mental state 
when the crime was committed as 
well as Perron’s ability to assist in 
his own defense. 

Perron was charged with one 
count of first-degree, premeditat- 
ed murder and a count of first- 
degree felony murder, both of 


which are punishable by up to life 
in prison; and first-degree home 
invasion, a 10-year felony. 

Police and prosecutors allege 
Perron killed Penny, a healthcare 
worker, at the home she shared 
with her boyfriend, Leonard 
Paisley, on Harriet Street. 

Paisley testified in a pre-trial 
hearing at the 22nd District Court 
in Inkster that he had handed off 
his then 18-month-old son to 
Penny, the child’s mother, so that 
she could care for him in the 
morning hours of Oct. 7, 2007, at a 
location outside of Inkster. 

Paisley said he has spoken to 
Penny during the day, and that 
everything seemed fine. 

At about 4 p.m., Paisley testi- 
fied that he came home to find the 
house ransacked, and Penny cov- 
ered in blood in a hallway of the 
home. 

Paisley testified that his son 
was in the house near his moth- 
er’s body when he arrived home. 
He called police, who processed 
the scene for evidence with the 
assistance of the Michigan State 
Police Crime Laboratory for the 
next 16 hours. 

Perron and Paisley were 
co-workers for several years, and 


Paisley admitted on the stand he 
had previously sold Perron drugs. 

Paisley also testified that 
Perron had inquired about pur- 
chasing cocaine, and that he was 
unable to provide the drugs. 

Investigators believe Perron 
made his way to the home, and 
entered the house by removing a 
wall air conditioning unit from a 
window. The crime scene report 
from the state police indicated 
that the unit was found over- 
turned on the floor of the home. 

A medical examiner’s report 
indicated that Penny endured at 
least 17 severe blows from a claw 
hammer, and suffered several 
more contusions before she died. 

Perron was arrested by Inkster 
Police detectives in March 2008 at 
a drug rehabilitation center in 
Muskegon after blood evidence 
matching his genetic makeup was 
discovered on a claw hammer 
found at the scene, and on an 
inside of an entertainment center 
at the home. 

Perron will return to court on 
Oct. 3 for a final pre-trial hearing 
before the trail begins Oct. 30. 

The proceeding will take place 
at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit.

Officials in school districts may 
have another unfounded mandate to 
worry about. 

On top of other state-imposed 
issues, they may have to embrace 
all-day kindergarten in order to 
keep some of their funding. 

There is a move in the 
Legislature to reduce funding to dis- 
tricts thai don’t provide a full day of 
kindergarten. 

On the surface, it makes sense. 
Many districts are already leaning 
that way—the Wayne-Westland 
School District has implemented it 
in four schools and many private 
schools already offer it. Districts like 


-Plymouth-Canton and Northville 


are looking into it, too. There is plen- 
ty of research to show why it is effec- 
tive for our youngsters, who seem to 
be capable of learning more at a 
younger age than most of us thought. 

Tying it to funding, though, shows 
how out of touch legislators are with 
school issues. 

If they try to tie what they consid- 
er ‘appropriate’ funding to full-time 
kindergarten, they’re overlooking 
the fact that it costs districts more to 
provide the service. If history is any 
indicator, they won't provide ade- 
quate funding for it, anyway. In 
effect, it will force districts to add 
expenses that the state won't fully 
cover. 

In many cases, there’s a space 
and infrastructure situation to deal 
with, too. Half-day kindergarten 
allows schools to fill a room twice a 
day instead of merely one. 

School officials like having a 
large student population at the ele- 
mentary levels because it tradition- 
ally doesn’t cost as much to educate 
them as it does high schoolers; they 
tend to make up what they’re miss- 
ing at the higher levels through 
funding that comes in from the 
lower ones. 

If legislators really want to pro- 
mote this idea, they should reward 
districts above and beyond the 
annual per-pupil foundation 
allowance. 

Penalizing those that aren't capa- 
ble of implementing it is just a bad 
idea, all around.

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
SEPTEMBER 2, 2008 


Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Clair, Trustee Hart, Trustee Jahr 
and Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: None. Others in attendance: Planning and 
Economic Development Director Kelley, Public Safety Director Champagne, Parks and 
Recreation Director Ross, Deputy Planning and Economic Development Director Swallow, 
Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of forty (40). 


APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Hart moved, Rochowiak seconded to approve the agenda as 
presented. Carried. 


PUBLIC HEARING: Payne moved, Hart seconded to open the public hearing to receive 
public comments on request for an Industrial Facilities Exemption Certificate for the 
Envelope Printery. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to the applicant from the Envelope 
Printery for an explanation. The applicant reviewed the project stating the new machinery 
and support equipment provides the latest high-speed envelope folding machine available. 
This new equipment will increase production throughput from an advertised rate of 800 
envelopes per minute achieved on the older version folding machines to 1,500 per minute, 
providing the capability of efficiently competing in the high-quality (long runs) envelope 
production market place, increases number of colors printed and higher quality flexograph- 
ic printing giving the ability to compete in this market. Supervisor King stated the 
Envelope Printery has been business since 1985. The Board has been provided with a 
revised agenda cover sheet and Resolution for clarification. Resolution 2008-37 indicates 
the Envelope Printery is investing in excess of 2 million dollars in new equipment and is 
located within an established Industrial Development District (#7); the project will create 
six new jobs by December 31, 2009 and recommends four year personal property abate- 
ment. Executive Assistant Ireland stated based on the existing tax rate, over the four year 
time period without the tax abatement, the Envelope Printery would pay approximately 
$19,877 in Township taxes; with the abatement would pay approximately $9,939 in 
Township taxes. The Township has not received any objections from any other taxing 
jurisdictions. The Envelope Printery moved into a vacant building on Samuel Barton Drive 
and with Wayne County’s TURBO program rehabilitated the vacant decaying building. 
Director Kelley stated the previous use of the building was as a warehouse. Supervisor 
King stated the Board approved Tax Abatement Guidelines assess on a point system with a 
100 points being the maximum possible giving values for the following: cost of proposed 
improvements; whether or not the project comes from within or outside of the State of 
Michigan, within or outside Van Buren Township; number of jobs expected to be produced; 
composed of manufacturing or research and development; environmental impacts. The 
Envelope Printery’s total was 54 points qualifying for four year tax abatement on personal 
property. The tax abatement agreement sets forth milestones the applicant must meet not- 
ing six new jobs by the end of 2009, the amount of millage currently in effect with the 
understanding it is a representative example and millage can increase or decrease over 
time. The Board was also provided with a copy of the Resolution Establishing an 
Industrial Development District in 1984 and a map of the location on Samuel Barton Drive 
off of Haggerty Road, just north of Tyler Road. 


Board members made the following comments: Trustee Hart inquired about the six posi- 
tions and the capacity of the equipment. The applicant stated currently to run the new 
equipment two skilled labor and one support personal have been hired for each of the two 
shifts per day. Further, since the Envelope Printery moved to the Township in 2007 they 
have hired three part-time and four full-time new employees from the 48111 zip code area. 
The applicant stated the capacity of new equipment will increase production by over 86 
percent a year. Trustee Jahr stated at the Work Study Session inquired if the equipment had 
already been installed and the equipment has been installed noting the law allows for the 
application to be filed within six months of the installation of the new equipment and the 
revised Resolution clarified dates. Trustee Clair commended the company for being able to 
assess and determine a path towards future success in this economic climate. 


There were no comments from the audience. 
There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 
Jahr moved, Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 


Budd moved, Clair seconded to open the public hearing to receive public comments on 
request for an Industrial Facilities Exemption Certificate for Die-Namic, Inc. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Executive Assistant Ireland for an 
explanation. Executive Assistant Ireland stated the Township received the application for 
tax abatement from Die-Namic, Inc. on July 9, 2008 requesting tax abatement in an exist- 
ing Industrial Development District #10 established in 1986, on personal property equip- 
ment in the amount of $834,307. Die-Namic originally came to Van Buren Township in 
2007 relocating into an empty building on Haggerty Road. The new equipment was pur- 
chased from a Toledo, Ohio Company and relocated the assets to the facility located at 
7565 Haggerty Road. Die-Namic, a manufacturing company, with this new equipment 
allows expanded product range and manufacturing capabilities in material shaping and 
forming. The Township has not received any objections from any other taxing jurisdic- 
tions. Under the Township’s Board approved Tax Abatement Policy, Die-Namic qualifies 
for six year tax abatement. Die-Namic anticipates adding an additional twenty-four new 
jobs. The clarified agenda cover sheet states under “#7. Based on the existing tax rate, over 
the six (6) year period with out the abetment, Die-Namic would pay approximately $10,160 
in Township taxes per year. With the abatement they will pay approximately $5,080 per

year.” The clarification of dates on Resolution 2008-38 denotes the date in compliance for 
the twenty-four new jobs by December 31, 2009 and the application was received on July 
9, 2008. Supervisor King reinterred the project is an investment in excess of $800,000, is 
expected to produce twenty-four new jobs, the Resolution based upon the Tax Abatement 
Guidelines recommends a six year tax abatement on personal property receiving a total of 
sixty-three and one half points and the agreement contains milestones and completion 
dates. 





Board members made the following comments: Trustee Jahr had same comments as the 
previous tax abatement clarifying the date of number of new jobs and date the application 
was received. Further, thanked Executive Assistant Ireland for the revised documents. 
Trustee Rochowiak stated it is nice to see businesses expanding in the Township. This also 
helps sales in other local businesses such as restaurants. 


Residents made the following comment: A resident was happy with the new jobs but, was 
concerned there was not a representative from Die-Namic at the meeting.

That day was Aug. 28, 2008, during the 
Democratic Convention in Denver, Colo. 
Obama was the first African American 
nominated. 

For Galloway-Blake, who attended the 
convention as a guest, the event was his- 
toric, yet familiar ; 

Forty-five years earlier — to the day — the 
then 15-year-old high school student wit- 
nessed the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King’s 
address in Washington D.C., which was the 
culmination of the beginning of social 
change for African Americans. 


Awrinkle in time 

Unlike many Americans, Galloway- 
Blake said she knew an African American 
president would be elected in her lifetime. 

“T had no doubt that this day would 
come,” she said a week after the conven- 
tion conclusion. “But what I take away from 
the convention is seeing this African 
American family coming toward the end of 
the stage, and I though to myself, ‘this really 
could be the next first family’ 

“JT wish I had the words to describe how I 
felt when I saw (Obama) there,” she said. “I 
just don’t have the vocabulary to describe 
it, but it was wonderful,” Galloway-Blake 
said. 

The lifelong educator said getting to the 
convention took a lot of legwork. First, she 
called the local office for the Obama cam- 
paign, and was waitlisted. Weeks went by, 
and Galloway Blake had heard nothing. 

All of that changed, however, when she 
was contacted by Jennifer Austin, who runs 
Obama’s Canton Township office. 

“T received an e-mail from her that I was 
invited, and that I would have community 
credentials,” she said. 

“T was raised by my parents to never give 
up, and not to take no for a first answer,” 
she said. “And I thought it was such a coin- 
cidence that Obama would speaking on the 
same day as Dr King.” 

Soon, she was on an airplane headed for 
Denver. 


August, 1963 

The buses were lined up like soldiers in 
Queens, New York, and a 15-year-old 
Jacqueline Galloway was among many peo- 
ple waiting for a ride to Washington DC. 

Put on a bus by her mother, Helen Bell 
Galloway, the teen boarded a bus — she did- 
n't know a soul in the rows of seats — despite 
the fact that her father, Joseph, was con- 
cerned that his daughter would be travel- 


ing alone. 

“I remember there were about 2,000 
buses on the New Jersey Turnpike,” she 
said. “My father understood that it was 
important for me to go - and he knew my 
family from down south would be there.” 

When she finally arrived in Washington, 
there were already 300,000 people assem- 
bled at the Washington Monument, waiting 
for the Rev. Dr Martin Luther King to speak 
in what is now called the March on 
Washington. Dr King was speaking there to 
implore lawmakers find ways to deal with 
social.inequities and racism, and to encour- 
age his followers to partake in peaceful 
demonstration. 

Jaqueline Galloway-Blake said it was 
definitely peaceful. 

“There were police officers that were on 
duty, because the city was sure there would 
be violence,” she said. “But they basically 
just watched — there wasn’t much else for 
them to do. 

“What I remember most is that there 
were all sorts of people there,” she said. 
“There were black people, white people, 
men, women, people of different back- 
grounds,” she said. “I was alone there, but if 
I needed something, I could just ask some- 
one.” 

On Aug, 28, 1963, after several speakers — 
like current Massachusetts Goy. Deval 
Patrick, and entertainment from Mahalia 
Jackson, Dr. King delivered the “I Have a 
Dream” speech, and Galloway said. she was 
blown away. 

Forty-five years would go by before she 
had that feeling again. 


Divine intervention 

By attending the convention, Galloway- 
Blake said she had come full-circle. 

“J believe this was set into motion for me 
by God,” she said. “There are many ‘coinci- 
dences. 

“On the way to the convention, I met one 
of Michelle Obama’s classmates, and she 
invited me to an event, where I met Dr. 
King’s daughter, Bernice. I told her about 
my experiences.” 

Bernice King was not the only one inter- 
ested in Galloway-Blake’s story: several 
media outlets followed her during the con- 
vention. Also, she had the chance to meet 
Deval Patrick, who she watched speak as a 
teen. 

She took several photos, both in 1963 
and in 2008, but her memories will last long 
after the photographs fade. 

If Obama doesn’t win the November con- 
test, Galloway-Blake will be disappointed, 
but it won't diminish her experiences, she 
said. 

For Galloway-Blake, whose family is 
only three generations removed from slav- 
ery and whose family endured the wrongs 
of the segregated south, the convention and 
the March on Washington were similar, she 
said. 

“People from different backgrounds 
came together in the hope and belief that 
things can change,” she said.
